The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a circuit board comprising one or more electrodes 
extending from the circuit board and a first tray comprising an array of sample wells 
having holes formed therein and placed over the electrodes so that the electrodes 
extend up and into at least some of the sample wells in combination with a tray 
comprising a plurality of assay chambers having a first compartment and second 
compartment and a cell layer. Mathus (5,972,694) is silent as to a circuit board with one 
or more electrodes extending from the board. Further, there is no motivation for 
modifying the plate in Mathus to have holes so that the plate is placed over a circuit 
board. Figure 5C appears to show the plate with electrodes molded therein. The 
electrodes appear to be integral with the plate.
